Intel, 
hgence, and philanthropy, wmld be found 
adequate to grapple with the aj.au mrd 
emergency, and to mitigate if not subdue 
it. But at any rale it ia a monstrous 
violation of the rule of right to say, that 
because England would not tike to be 
polluted wilh the presence of her own 
felons, the pullulton shall be forced upon 
one of her colonies. Van Diemen's Land 
might surely with equal justice say, that 
because she dislikes to be polluted with 
the presence of Tasmanian felons, she will 
banish them to England. Something of 
the sort u-&v indeed attempted, a snort 
lime ago, by one of the Channel Islands, 
Oiiernsey or Jersey j and a pretty outcry 
did it raise ' Is not the outcry of the Tas- 
maniana quite al just ' 

But Lord Stanley has another line of 
argument, founded upon the geographical 
dimensions uf our aisler island. 41 He 
must aay, that while he admitted that the 
introduction of a large number of convicts 
into Van Dirmen'a Land had been produc- 
tive of social and financial evils, yet when 
the petitioners spoke of their introduction 
into a small and insignificant island, it 
should be recollected that Van Diemen's 
Land was as large ai Ireland, and that il 
was occupied by nol more than 40,000 
free sel tiers. He did not deny, either, 
thai the inhabitants of Van Diemen's 
Land mighl be, to a certain extent, in 
enntenienced ly the introjuclion of 
convicts into the island , but when they 
spoke of being swamped by an influx of 
4000 convicts a year, he thonght that there 
was no suHrirnt foundation for the com- 
plaint, provided the convicts wee* kept 
under proper control, and received re- 
ligious inalruction.' 

Thu argument, coupled with the other, 
la most extraordinary. For if Van Die- 
men's Land, because u large as Ireland, 
and hating nnly 10,000 free inhabitants, 
cannot be inconvenienced lo any great 
•xttnl by the introduction of 4000 con- 
vict! a- year, surely the t'nited Kingdom, 
which is more than three timet as Urge 
as Van DitintD's Land, and has about half 
ai many millions of inbabilanls as Van 
Diemeu'i Land haa thontanda, could not, 
hy ke* ping those convtctalo herself, be 
incoveuiencrd al all !
